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REFORM OF COMPANY LAW. 


In our last article on this subject we referred 
to the way in which the Commission appointed 
to report apon the amendment of Company 
Law in the United Kingdom (called tor by 
the serious falling-off in the registration of 
of limited companies, the transtér of such 
business to foreign countries, and the growing 
practice of issuing companies without pros- 
pectus) proposed to make registration more 
popular and to prevent these regrettable 
results, mainly arising from the passirg of the 
Act of 1900. 

We will now deal with that portion of their 
report which refers to registration outside the 
United Kingdom of companies carrying on 
basiness in England and appealing to English 
investors. It is, they state, as a matter of 
course desirable that as many companies as 
possible, conducting enterprises abroad, should 
be controlled from the United Kingdom. ‘The 
promoter also finds it more convenient to 
register in the country where he has to get 
his capital—which is usually England—th:n 
in the country which is to be the scene of the 
company’s operations.” They also seem to be 
agreed that the practice of using our regi-tra- 
tion laws for foreign enterprise is changing 
and that some means should be taken to 
restore this practice to its former condition

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of popularity, which they think may be effected 
by making the law as to disclosure or the 
liability of dircctors less stringent and the 
stamp duty less deterrent. Without goirg 
to the length of recommending the compel- 
ling of foreign companies carrying on business 
in the United Kingdom to comply with 
the requirements of the Act of 1900, they 
are of opinion that every foreign company 
having any place of business in the United 
Kingdom should be required under penalty to 
file in England a verified copy, with a verified 
English translation, of its charter, statutes, or 
memorandum and articles of association, with 
the names of all directors and with the name 
of the authorized representative acting on 
behalf of such company who would represent 
the same for services of processes or legal pro 
ceedings. Also that foreign company shall 
file with the Registrar a verified copy cf its 
annual balance sheet under substantial penal- 
ty for default. Further; that a foreign om. 
pany of this kind using the word ‘Limited’ 
should in any prospectas inviting subscriptions 
in the United Kingdom state the company’s 
place of origin and should when carrying on 
business in the United Kingdom be compelled 
ander penalty to put its place of origin with 
its Own name on its business premises. 

It should be steadily borne in mind that 
these recommendations are made with a view 
of protecting the shareholders and creditors of 
such companies and not with any idea of 
bringing them into any other position than 
they are now as regards taxation, which subject 
was not in the scope of the enquiry. We can- 
not but consider these recommendations as 
entirely reasonable. If companies starting on 
some foreign project expect fo obtain capital 
to carry on such enterprises from England, the 
British public bave a right to have open to 
them the facts and figares relating to them, 
and the foreigner, where he deals in shares of 
a company termed “Limited,” has a right to 
expect to see its registration papers at Somer- 
set House ; as the word “limited” implies that 
it is registered subject to the various Acts of 
Parliament passed ander the Limited Liability 
Acts for the protection both of shareholders 
and creditors as wall as the general public. 

We should donbt if obligations of this kind 
would have mach effect in preventing foreign 
companies with English capital being started, 
but the other recommendations to meet this 
among other grievances, i.e., lowering the cost 
of the stamp on the capital authorized from 
5s. % to 28.64. % and the payment of the 
same by instalments as well as the less stringent 
treatment of honest directors, would without 
doubt make registration in England of 
public companies, both foreign and otherwise, 
increasingly popalar. The Act of 190) was 
felt by all who had knowledge ot the subject 
as based upon the idea that the bolk of com- 
pavy promoters and even directors were rogues, 
and in tryiog to improve the law the assump- 
tion must be that the company promoter fils 
a real want and has a right to be protected 
just as mach as the public themselves. ‘There 
is nothing in the least derogatory in company 
promotion so long as all is above board, yet 
the effect of the Act of 1900 was to make any 
good business man ashamed of the appellation 
from the sinister view it cast upon his profession. 

In the matter of foreign companies Ezypt 
ij very mach a case in point. It is a great 
pity that any attempt should be made to 
evade registration cf any companies trading 
in Egypt and having business premises in 
England. At present the share markets 
in Alexandria and Cairo are apparently good 
enough for most purposes, bat Ezyptian 
companies would be short-sighted indeed who 
did not se9 an elemant of pradence in tha 
placing of their position qaite clearly before 
those whose assistance thé, may any day want 
to call for, i.e., the capitalists of the world.

MR. COPE WHITEHOUSE’S FEARS. 


SQUADRON DEMANDED. 


———s 


Oyctar Bay, New York, July 7.—My. Fred- 
erick Cope Whitehouse, of Newport, Rhode 
Island, came to Oyster Bay yasterday to advise 
President Roossve't that the United States 
should rush a squadron to the Egyptian coast 
to protect American interests against the 
threatened holy war there. Secretary Loeb 
told Mr. Whitehouse that he did not believe 
the President was at this time giving his 
attention to the Egyptian trouble. 

Mr. Whitehouse, it will be remembered, bas 
& claim against the Egyptian Government of 
many years’ standing. He insists that his 
plans for making several million acres of the 
Egyptian desert fertile in the Wady Rayan, 
was discriminated against by the English en- 
gineers on the Nile, and $40,000,000 is said to 
be the amount of reparation he has vainly 
sought to gain through action by the State 
Department. 


PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES. 

It has been decided, in principle, says “Al 
Mokattam,” to incresse the number of English 
officials in Egypt and to extend their powers 
for the purpose of maintainirg public se- 
curity. 


ENGLISH OFFICIAL ATTACKED.

Moreover, there is neither sweat water 
nor pasturage, and the sebkhas round the 
lake are impracticable daring the rainy season, 
Commercially, too, the place is: ot no value, 
tor the caravan route passes it 15 miles south- 
ward.

CASINO FOR ALEXANDRIA. 


The committee appointed by the Alex- 
andria Municipal Delegation have agreed to 
lend their support to Mr. George Ralli’s propo- 
sal for a concession tor a Casino on the new 
quay, provided that the fo!lowing conditions be 
falfilled :— 

Payment of an annual rent equivalent to six 
per cent. on the value of the land occupied by 
the Casino, the valuation to be that originally 
made by the Municipality in laying down the 
upset price of the land if sold. 

The bailding is to becomethe property ot 
the city of Alexandria at the expiration of fifty 
years dating from th» grant of the concession. 

A deposit, equivalent to the annaal rent of 
the Casino for the first five years,is to be paid 
over to the Manicipality. | 

The. taxes are to be paid by the concession- 
naires. 

The Municipality is to be entirely tree from 


financial responsibility of any sort or kind in’ 


regard to the Casino.

NEW COMPANIES. 


MORE IN 1905 THAN IN ANY 
YEAR SINCE THE WAR. 


The report of the Board of Trade under 
Section 29 of the Companies ( Winding-up) Act, 
issued last week, contains some interesting 
reading. 

Daring last year 1693 companies were 
wound up and 3967 new companies were added 
to the register, the net increase of companies 
during the year being 1162. 

The decrease in the amount of nominal 
capital registered, which was continuous from 
the year 1896 to the year 1904, has, it is 
pointed out, taken an upward turn, the total, 
£108,655,048, comparing with £83,914,688 in 
19¢4. The gain is, however, very small as 
compared with the great losses shown in the 
earlier years of the decade. The number of 
companies registered during the year 1905 
also shows an increase, the total being the 
largest nomber registered in any year since 
the outbreak of the South African War. | 

A great change has taken place during the 
past ten years in the character of the com- 
panies, and the growth in humber of these with 
the smallest capital has been most marked. 
For instance, companies with a capital of 
between £1000 and £500 have increased very 
much, the respective numbers being 782 for 
the year 1896 and 1260 for the year 1905. 

The report calls attention to a revival in the 
use of the prospectus, which diminished since 
1902. 


MAJOR POWELL-COTTON’S 
EXPEDITION. 


Renter's Agency has received newa of 
Major Powell-Cotton’s expedition, which left 
England over eighteen months ago on a jour- 
ney from the Nile to the Zambesi. ‘The latest 
intelligence to hand by this mail is dated 
from Nakala, on the Upper Ituri, on May 
12. This place, which is situated in the heart 


of the rubber district, is one of the chief} 


haunts of the pkapi, and ‘here the explorer 
hed remaiced for two months for the purpose 
ot obtaining specimens of the animal. In 
this he has been saccessful, having preserved 
the complete skin and rkeleton of an adolt 
bull okapi. Major Powell-Cotton hopes to 
secure its partner before leaving the forest. 


AN.OFFICER’S MISTAKE.

THE ETIQUETTE THAT IS ONLY 
TRANSGRESSED AT SEA. 


Some interesting facts concerning the 
rigorous Court etiquette which the Kaiser 
requires from those of his sultjects who come 
into personal contact with him are given in 
the rocial column ofa leading Berlin journal, 

Although the Kaiser is thoroughly demo- 
cratic in his choice of acquaintances, anything 
approaching familiarity of conversation is out 
of the question. He invites men of miscel- 
laneous professions and standing to his table: 
& savant to-day, to-morrow 4 leading merchant, 
and the next day a sculptor. But throughout 
these téte-A-tétes the guest is compelled to 
leave all choice of subject for discussion to the 
Kaiser. 

Courtiers who are practised in the art are 
sometimes successful in gradually leading up 
to the matter upon which they wish the talk 
to tarn, so that the Emperor himself finally 
introduces the subject, but the Kaiser is said 
to be quick to detect and frustrate any man- 
ceuvres of this sort. 

During his annoal Northern cruise, the 
Kaiser's attitude relaxes to that of comrade 
among comrades. Heis accustomed to refer 
to this sea-trip as his “vacation,’ and is 
willing that the holiday atmosphere should 
modify the customary ceremony of his inter- 
course with his subjects. No current political 
topics are touched upon, except, as at Coart, 
when the Emperor himself broaches the sab- 
ject. But political matters are the only for. 
bidden ground. 
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__ A SYRIAN LEPER. 
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UNCOMFORTABLE EXPERIENCES. 

After experiencing what the newspapers de- 
scribed as scandalous and inhnman treatment, 
George Rossett, a Syrian leper, reached a 
retreat near New York yesterday waek. Driven 
from his temporary home in West Virginia, he 
was corralled and guarded by the police and 
finally hoisted into a box van on the railway. 
Then Rosett’s real troubles began. Exaggerated 
fears regarding contagion got abroad, and the 
city and State authorities gave orders and 
counter-orders with the result that Rosett spent 
seven days in the box car lilte a wild beast in a 
cage, food and water being handed him through 
the bars. At last, Rossett, still entertained 
at the expense of the railway, was located on a 
siding near Baltimore, urable to move east 
because Philadelphia objected, or west because 
Cumberland protested. ‘The railway people had 
done their best to make the man comfortable 
by supplying him with pillows, food, anda 
bath, all free. 


FRANCE AND THE PORTH. 


The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Temps,” referring to the rumonors relative 
to the occupation of Janet by Tarkish troops 
in violation of the recognizsd rights of France 
over that oasis, says that the French Ambas- 
sador has asked the Porte for explanations.
